SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE. 


The  statistics  of  school  attendance  as  presented  in  this  Bulletin  are  based 
on  information  collected  by  the  enumerators  in  the  Fifth  Census  relative  to 
persons  attending  a  school  or  other  place  of  learning  during  the  calendar  year 
19u°'i  The  Instructions  required  the  enumerators  to  obtain  the  records  of 
school  attendance  for  all  persons  over  5  years  of  age  and  under  21  years. 
The  information  was  to  be  recorded  by  entering  on  the  schedule,  in  a  column 
provided  for  the  purpose,  the  number  of  months  each  person  attended  school 
during  the  year.  In  the  process  of  the  work  of  compilation,  however,  it  was 
found  that  the  enumerators  had  so  repeatedly  recorded  the  school  attendance 
of  children  of  5  years  of  age,  that  it  was  thought  best  to  present  the  statistics 
tor  this  age,  but  always  m  such  a  way,  that  for  any  study,  which  may  be  desired 
to  be  made  on  the  subject  of  school  attendance,  the  figures  for  this  age  may 
easily  be  omitted.  Statistics  of  school  attendance  are  also  shown  for  persons 
over  20  and  under  24  years  of  age. 

The  total  number  of  persons  between  the  ages  of  6  and  20  at  the  date  of 
the  Census  was  2,141,909  of  which  1,801,779  or  84-12  per  cent  were  Canadian- 
born,  6-65  per  cent  British-born a  and  9-23  per  cent  Foreign-born.  Of 
this  number  52-51  per  cent  attended  school  for  any  length  of  time  during  the 
year,  but  of  these  only  44-82  per  cent  were  at  school  or  o'iher.  place  of  learning 
for  more  than  6  months  in  the  calendar  year  1910. 

'The  term  "British-born"  in  this  bulletin  includes  all  persons,  except  Canadians,  born  in  the  United 
Kingdom  or  in  any  of  its  dependencies.

Table  4  gives  the  school  attendance  of  children  between  7  and  14  years  of 
age  inclusive.  The  total  number  of  persons  at  this  age  in  Canada  exclusive 
of  Yukon  and  Northwest  Territories,  at  June  1st,  1911,  was  1,154,307  or  16  per 
cent  of  the  total  population.  The  Table  shows  that,  for  the  provinces  as  a 
whole,  less  than  80  per  cent  of  the  population  at  this  age  attended  school  tor 
any  time  during  the  calendar  year  preceding  the  census  and  only  69-58  per 
cent  of  those  attending  were  under  instruction  for  a  longer  period  than  six 
months  in  the  year. 

For  the  eastern  provinces,  the  highest  percentage  of  school  attend- 
ance, at  this  age,  was  made  by  Prince  Edward  Island  with  84-60  per 
cent,  closely  followed  by  Ontario  with  84-27  per  cent,  Nova  Scotia  with 
82-86  per  cent,  Quebec  with  80-96  per  cent,  and  New  Brunswick  with 
80-05  per  cent  of  the  total  population  between  7  and  14  years  of  age. 
Viewing  the  figures  in  another  way,  it  shows  that  of  the  total  number 
of  children  between  7  and  14,  Ontario  had  157  per  1,000  who  were  not  attending 
school,  Quebec  190,  New  Brunswick  200,  Nova  Scotia  171  and  Prince  Edward 
Island  154  children,  whose  education  had  been  apparently  neglected  in  the  year 
1910.  For  the  western  provinces,  the  highest  percentage  of  attendance  at 
school,  of  children  7  to  14,  was  made  by  British  Columbia,  with  75-33  per  cent, 
Manitoba  being  a' close  second  with  74-64  per  cent.  Saskatchewan  marks 
an  attendance  of  66-71  per  cent,  while  Alberta  shows  an  attendance  ot  only 


62  -83  per  cent.  British  Columbia,  Alberta,  Saskatchewan  and  Manitoba 
had  247,  372,  333  and  254  children  respectively  per  1,000  of  this  age,  who  did 
not  attend  school  in  the  year  1910. 

....  Tr\ese  figures  do  not  necessarily  mean  that  these  children  were  growing  up 
illiterates.  The  statistics  are  for  one  year  only  and  many  causes,  such  as 
illness,  lack  of  teachers,  etc.,  may  have  contributed  to  the  result.  Nevertheless 
the  statistics  of  this  table  and  those  of  Table  14  show  that  there  was  too  great- 
a  percentage  of  the  children  at  every  age  between  7  and  14  who  were  not. 
reported  as  .attending  school. 

The  western  provinces  being  the  mecca  of  the  immigrant  and  the  bachelor 
homesteader  from  the  eastern  provinces,  have  to  face  the  conditions  which  are 
incident  to  the  opening  up  of  settlement  in  any  new  country  and  therefore  cannot 
be  adversely  compared  as  regards  school  attendance  with  the  older  provinces 
of  Canada,  where  conditions  are  stable.  There  are  many  things  which  render 
it  difficult  for  the  settler,  whether  immigrant  or  Canadian-born,  to  procure 
a  working  education  for  his  children— the  principal  of  which  are,  for  the  immi- 
grant, if  a  foreigner,  lack  of  knowledge  of  our  language,  and  for  all  classes  if 
homesteaders,  that  they  have  to  take  up  land  and  make  homes  beyond  the 
point  where  municipal  organizations  exist,  and  so  have,  often  unwillingly  for 
some  years  to  deny  their  children  the  absolute  necessity  of  a  common  school 
education. 

That  the  western  provinces  have  not  been  remiss  in  their  duty  in  pro- 
viding means  of  education  for  the  multitudes  which  flock  to  their  cities  and  spread 
oyer  the  plains  in  an  ever  increasing  volume,  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
Manitoba  put  in  operation  on  an  average  two  new  schools  per  week,  each  year 
since  1906,  Saskatchewan  about  five  and  Alberta  about  three  per  week  The 
number  of  schools  in  operation  for  each  year  between  1906  and  1911  for  the 
western  provinces  was  as  follows: — ■■

In  the  year  1911  Prince  Edward  Island  had  1  school  to  every  196  of  the 
total  population,  Nova  Scotia  had  1  to  every  185,  New  Brunswick  had  1  to  every 
186,  Quebec  had  1  to  every  290,  Ontario  had  1  to  every  376,  Manitoba  had  1 
to  every  195,  Saskatchewan  1  to  every  232,  Alberta  1  to  every  269  and  British 
Columbia  1  to  every  736  of  the  population  at  June  1st,  1911.  Basing  the  com- 
putations on  the  number  of  teachers  to  the  number  of  persons  between  the  ages  of 
6  and  16,  Prince  Edward  Island  had  1  teacher  to  every  39  children,  Nova  Scotia 
1  to  every  41,  New  Brunswick  1  to  every  43,  Quebec  1  to  every  38,  Ontario  1  to 
every  42,  Manitoba  1  to  every  36,  Saskatchewan  1  to  every  28  Alberta  1  to 
every  39  and  British  Columbia  1  teacher  to  every  50  children  of  this  age 

Quebec  and  Ontario  show  the  greatest  percentage  for  children  7  to  14 
years  of  age  attending  school  for  more  than  six  months,  being  76-47  per  cent' of 
the  total  number  m  Quebec  and  74-43  per  cent  in  Ontario.  In  the  Maritime 
provinces,  the  percentage  ranges  from  64-24  to  67-90  per  cent,  and  in  the 
Prairie  provinces,  from  43-76  per  cent  in  Saskatchewan  to  61-74  per  cent  in 
Manitoba.  In  British  Columbia,  the  proportion  was  67-34  per  cent  The 
Maritime  and  Prairie  provinces  show  the  greatest  proportion  attending  school 
tor,  from  4  to  6  months  in  the  year.  •

.  Table  5  deals  with  the  school  attendance  of  the  P0Pulati°nJetwefn,1l^ 
17-vears  of  age,  and  may  be  considered  as  showing  the  proportion  of  children 
'  ^ fh^agtSch  attended  school  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  more  advanced 
Iducatio?  than  that  afforded  by  the  common  schools.  For  the  whole  of  Canada 
exclusive  of  Yukon  and  the  Northwest  Territories,  271  in  every  1,000  of  the 
TopuStion  at  this  age  attended  a  place  of  learning  mt^e  year  1910  and, of  this 
number  225  attended  school  for  7  or  more  months,  while  only  46  in  every  1,00U 
attended  school  for  shorter  periods.

In  Table  6  the  percentage  of  the  population  5  to  20  years  of  age  attending 
school,  is  given  by  age  periods  and  by  sex  for  Canada  and  the  provinces.  For 
children  under  6  years  of  age,  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia  and  Ontario  show  the  greatest 
proportion  attending  school  and  the  smallest  percentage  is  shown  by  British 
Columbia,  Alberta  and  New  Brunswick  in  the  order  named.  The  proportion 
for  all  Canada  of  males  to  females,  attending  school,  is  very  nearly  equal  for 
every  age  group,  excepting  in  the  15  to  20  group,  where  the  proportion  is  14-67 
per  cent  of  the  total  males  as  against  17  •  23  per  cent  of  females.  The  greatest 
proportion  of  attendance  is  shown  in  the  group  10  to  14,  with  79-43  per  cent 
for  males  and  80-07  per  cent  for  females.  Considered  by  provinces,  the  best 
showing  is  made  by  Prince  Edward  Island,  with  86  -93  per  cent  for  males  and 
86-47  per  cent  for  females  and  the  lowest  by  Alberta  with  65-71  per  cent  for 
males  and  65  ■  44  per  cent  for  females. 

Of  the  school  population  between  6  and  16,  only  67-90  per  cent  of  males 
and  68-78  per  cent  of  females  were  reported  as  being  at  school,  for  any  length 
of  time  in  the  school  year  preceding  the  census.  In  other  words,  for  Canada, 
exclusive  of  Yukon  and  the  Northwest  Territories,  321  boys  and  313  girls  per 
1,000  of  this  age  were  allowed  to  remain  away  from  school.  According  to  this 
age  grouping,  the  highest  percentage  of  school  attendance,  72-58  per  cent  for 
males  and  72-61  per  cent  for  females  was  made  by  Prince  Edward  Island  and., 
the  lowest  by  Alberta  with  54-94  per  cent  for  males  and  54-68  per  cent  for 
females.

The  numbers  of  the  Canadian,  British  and  Foreign-born  at- school,  by  age 
periods  and  by  months  at  school  in  the  year  1910,  are  given  in  Table  7.  The 
statistics  are  presented  in  two  sets  of  age  groupings,  in  order  that,  as  nearly 
as   may  be,   the  "classifications   will   correspond   to   school   and   factory   ages

in  the  various  provinces  and  .yet  have  a  general  application.  The  records 
of  school  attendance  for  children  between  the  ages  of  7  and  14,  will 
furnish,  it  is  believed,  a  reasonable  basis  of  comparison  as  to  the  extent  to 
which  the  native-born  and  the  immigrant  population  are  availing  them- 
selves of  the  advantages  of  the  free  educational  systems  provided  by  every 
province  of  the  Dominion.  At  the  date  of  the  last  census  there  were  in  Canada 
1,157,656  children  of  7  to  14  years  of  age,  and  of  these  922,320.  or  79-67  per  cent 
attended  school  for  some  period  of  time,  however  short,  in  1910,  leaving  235,336 
children  or  over  20  per  cent,  who  did  not  attend  school,  from  one  cause  or  another. 

Of  the  total  population  at  this  age,  the  Canadian-born  numbered  993,612, 
of  whom  810,512  or  81-57  per  cent  had  a  record  of  school  attendance,  the 
British-born  numbered  69,109  of  whom  72-52  per  cent  were  at  school  and  of  the 
94,935  Foreign-born  children,  61,683  or  64-97  per  cent  were  reported  as  making 
use  of  the  means  of  education  placed  at  their  disposal.  That  is  to  say,  in  every. 
1,000  children  of  either  Canadian,  British  or  Foreign  birth,  184,  275,  and  350 
respectively  were  absent  from  school  in  1910.  Census  statistics  do  not  afford 
any  means  of  determining  the  causes  which  produced  these  results,  nor  do  they 
give  any  data  relating  to  the  social  conditions  which  surround  the  lives  of  the 
non-attenders  at  school. 

As  the  length  of  time  spent  under  instruction,  by  the  population  of  school 
age  in  each  year,  gives  a  fair  indication  of  the  educational  efficiency  of  the  young, 
it  is  interesting  to  note,  that  only  803,525  or  69-41  per  cent  of  the  total  popu- 
lation of  1,157,656  between  the  ages  of  7  and  14,  attended  school  seven  or  more 
months  in  the  year  1910.  Of  the  total  population  at  this  age  the  Canadian-borr 
constituted  85  •  83  per  cent  and  87  •  88  per  cent  of  the  total  number  who  attended 
school  and  were  89-01  per  cent  of  those  receiving  instruction  for  more  than  six 
months  in  the  year.  ■ 

Of  the  total  number  of  993,612  Canadian-born  children  7  to  14  years  of 
age,  810,521  or  81 -"57  per  cent  attended  school  for  any  length  of  time,  while 
only  71-98  per  cent  were  at  school  for  7  or  more  months  in  the  year.  The 
total  number  of  British  immigrant  children  7  to  14  years  of  age  was  69,109, 
of  whom  50,116  or  72-52  per  cent  attended  school  in  the  year,  while  only  61-61 
per  cent  of  the  total  number  were  at  school  for  a  longer  period  than  six  months. 
Of  the  Foreign-born  at  this  age  64-97  per  cent  attended  school  "for  any  length 
of  time,  as  against  81  -57  per  cent  native-born  and  72-52  per  cent  British-born. 
The  Foreign-born  show  the  largest  percentage  attending  school  for  short  periods, 
being  3 -72  per  cent,  for  from  1  to  3  months  and  13-06  per  cent  for  from  4  to  6 
months,  but  only  48-19  per  cent  for  7  months  or  longer  in  the  year  1910.

In  comparing  the  statistics  of  school  attendance  of  the  census  of  1911 
with  those  of  1901,  some  considerations  must  be  borne  in  mind.  In  the  first 
place,  in  the  census  of  1911  the  question  relating  to  school  attendance  on  the 
schedule  had  reference  to  the  calendar  year  1910  while  in  the  preceding  census 
it  had  reference  to  the  census  year  ended  March  31,  1901.  Moreover  the 
statistics  for  the  census  year  1901  were  presented  only  for  the  age  groups  5  to 
9  years  and  10  to  19  years.  This  makes  it  impossible  to  carry  the  comparisons 
into  the  various  ages  and  age  groups  for  which  the  details  are  presented  for  the 
census  of  1911.  In  order,  however,  to  present  some  comparisons,  the  school 
attendance  of  the  population  5  to  19  years  for  both  censuses  are  presented 
according  to  the  1901  groupings  in  Tables  8  and  9.     In  comparing  the  statistics 


of  the  younger  age,  it  must  not  be  forgotten,  that  the  procuring  of  the  records 
of  school  attendance  for  children  5  years  of  age  was  not  obligatory  on  the  enum- 
erator in  the  census  of  1911,  and  that,  therefore,  the  figures  for  it,  in  this  age 
group,  may  fall  short  of  what  they  actually  should  be.

Table  9  gives  for  the  last  census  and  the  previous  one,  the  per  cent  propor- 
tion of  the  population  5  to  19  years  of  age  and  also  by  sub-groups  5  to  9  and 
10  to  19  years,  that  attended  school  for  any  length  of  time,  in  the  school,  period 
covered  by  the  records  of  each  census.  These  statistics  are  presented  for  all 
Canada. 

Of  the  population  5  to  9  years  of  age,  58  •  69  per  cent  were  reported  as  being 
at  school  in  1910  as  compared  with  59-73  per  cent  in  1901.  In  the  group  10 
to  19  years  of  age,  49-58  per  cent  attended  school  for  any  length  of  time  ni 

1910  as-  compared  with  48  per  cent  of  the  total  in  1901  —  a  gain  of  1-58 
per  cent  in  the  decade.  The  net  gain,  in  school  attendance  for  the  population 
5  to  19  in  the  decade,  was  therefore,  about  8  in  the  thousand.  It  will  be  observed 
that  for  both  census  years,  males  show  a  higher  percentage  of  school  attendance 
in  the  5  to  9  group  than  do  females,  and  that  the  percentage  for  both  sexes 
was  slightly  less  in  1911  than  in  1901.  In  the  age  group  10  to  19  there  is  an 
increase  of  •  37  per  cent  in  the  school  attendance  of  males  and  of  2  •  86  per  cent 
of  females  for  1911  over  1901.  -  This  makes  a  net  gain  of  1-58  per  cent  in  the 
aggregate  for  the  decade.  Expressed  numerically,  this  means  that  484  males 
and  508  females  in  every  1,000  of  each  class,  were  reported  by  the  census   of 

1911  as  attending  school  compared  with  480  males  and  an  equal  number  of 
females  per  1,000  in  1901.  The  most  significant  fact  perhaps  shown  by  the 
table  is  the  increase  in  the  per  cent  proportion  of  both  males  and  females,  between 
the  ages  of  5  and  19,  attending  school  for. 7  or  more  months  per  year.

The  statistics  of  school  attendance  of  the  urban  and  rural  population  7 
to  14  years  of  age  are  presented  in  Table  10  by  aggregates  and  classified  according 
to  nativity.  For  the  purposes  of  this  table  and  the  two  following  tables  the 
population  of  cities,  towns  and  incorporated  villages  of  1,500  and  over,  is  classi- 
fied as  urban,  the  remainder  being  considered  as  rural. 

The  totals  for  Canada  in  Table  10  show  that  for  all  classes  83  •  38  per  cent 
of  the  urban  and  77-90  per  cent  of  the  rural  population  of  the  ages  7  to  14 
attended  school  for  any  period  in  the  year.  Of  the  Canadian-born  80-17  per 
cent  of  the  rural  and  84-86  per  cent  of  the  urban  were  at  school.  The  British- 
born  show  an  attendance,  for  the  rural  population  of  66-10  per  cent  and  for 
the  urban  of  76-93  per  cent,  while  of  the  Foreign-born  at  this  age  75-85  per 
cent  of  the  urban  were  at  school  for  any  length  of  time  in  1910  and  only  59-84 
per  cent  of  the  rural.  The  rural  communities  of  the  western  provinces  show 
a  much  smaller  percentage  of  school  attendance  for  the  population  7  to  14 
years,  than  is  shown  by  the  provinces  in  eastern  Canada.  In  the  western 
provinces,  the  large  majority  of  the  Foreign-born  children  of  this  age  are  to  be 
found  in  rural  parts,  as  is  shown  in  this  table  by  totals  and  in  Table  12  by  per 
cent  proportions.  It  may  also  be  noted  that  Prince  Edward  Island  has  the 
highest  percentage  of  rural  school  attendance  and  New  Brunswick  the  highest 
for  urban  centres.

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Table  11  gives  the  per  cent  proportions  of  the  population,  total,  rural  and 
urban  which  is  Canadian,  British  or  Foreign-born.  The  percentages  are  com- 
puted in  each  case  on  the  aggregate  of  a  class.  For  example,  of  the  total  number . 
of  1,154,307  between  the  ages  of  7  and  14  the  proportion  Canadian-born  was 
85-81  per  cent,  British-born  5-98  per  cent  and  Foreign-born  8:21  per  cent. 
The  rural  population  7  to  14  numbered  748,551  of  which  87-70  per  cent  were 
Canadian-born,  3-69  per  cent  British-born  and  8 -61-  per  cent  Foreign-born, 
and  of  the  urban  82-31  per  cent  were  Canadian-born,  10-19  per  cent  British- 
born  and  7-50  per  cent  Foreign-born.  The  table  is  to  be  similarly  read  for 
the  provinces.

The  proportion  per  cent  of  the  population  7  to  14  of  Canadian,  British  and 
Foreign  birth,  living  in  urban  and  rural  communities  is  given  in  Table  12  and'the 
Computations  are  based  on  the  totals  of  each  nativity  and  not  on  the  aggregates 
of  classes  as  in  Table  11.  In  the  province  of  Saskatchewan  926  in  every 
1,000  of  the  Foreign-born  children  of  this  age  resided  in  country  districts,  in 
Alberta  the  proportion  was  879  and  in  Manitoba  625  per  1,000.  Ontario  and 
Quebec,  of  the  Eastern  provinces,  have  the  greatest  number  of  Foreign-born 
children  at  this  age  and  the  proportion  of  them  residing  in  country  places  is 
286  per  1,000  for  the  former  and  .330  for  the  lattrr.  In  the  Maritime  provinces 
the  number  of  Foreign-born  children  is  comparatively  small,  therefore  the 
percentages  have  not  the  same  significance  as  in  the  other  provinces  where 
their  numbers  are  considerably  greater.

'  In  Table  13  the  school  attendance  of  the  population  7  to  14  years  of  age 
is  given  by  nativity  for  cities  and  towns,  which  had  a  population  of  7,000  and 
over  .by  the  census  of  June  1st,  1911.  The  city  of  St.  Catherines  and  the 
towns  of  Brockville  and  North  Bay  lead,  not  only  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
but  the  Dominion  in  the  matter  of  school  attendance,  with  percentages  of  attend- 
ance of  over  90.  Of  the  27  cities  and  towns  in  Ontario  in  this  class,  24  showed 
a  school  attendance  of  better  than  80  per  cent  of  all  children  between  the  ages 
of  7  and  14.  Quebec  had  three  cities  in  each  of  which  the  attendance  was 
between  85  and  90  per  cent,  and  13  cities  and  towns  out  of  a  total  of  14  in  this 
class  which  showed  an  attendance  of  80  per  cent  or  better  of  the  school  popu- 
lation 7  to  14.  The  Maritime  provinces  had  9  cities  and  towns  with  a  popu- 
lation of  7,000  and  over  and  of  -these  6  had  an  average  attendance  of  about 
88  per  cent  of  the  children  7  to  14  and  only  one  urban  centre  of  this  class  which 
showed  a  lower  percentage  of  attendance  than  78.  Of  the  14  western  cities 
in  this  class,  Nanaimo  and  Brandon  are  the  only  ones,  which  show  a  school 
attendance  of  85  per  cent  or  better  of  the  children  7  to  14  years.  In  nine  of 
the  fourteen  cities  the  percentage  of  attendance  was  80  per  cent  or  better  and 
in  only  one  city  did  it  fall  below  75  per  cent  of  the  children  of  this  age. 

Table  14  gives  the  school  attendance  of  the  population  5  to  24  years  of  age 
of  the  Canadian  born,  British-born  and  Foreign-born  for  the  Dominion  and 
for  each  of  the  provinces  by  single  years  for  the  ages  between  5  and  14  years 
and  by  groups  of  ages  between  15  and  24  years  of  age.  The  table  also  shows 
the  per  cent  proportion  attending  school  at  each  age  as  well  as  the  numbers 
attending  school  by  months  according  to  each  nativity.
